Dl discloses a transport assembly comprising a transportation 
means (1) which comprises a pallet-like carrying structure (2) 
with two long sides (21), two short sides (22), four corners 
(23), an upper surface (24) and a lower surface (25). The 
carrying structure is provided with wheels (3) at each of the 
four corners (23) of which at least two of the wheels (3) are 
of the swivel castor wheel type (3') the upper surface (24), 
furthermore, is provided with receiving means which are 
intended to receive, the wheels (3) of a second transport at ion 
means (1) stacked on top of a first transportation means (1) 
so that a number of such transportation means may be stacked, 
and fixated horizontally, one on top of the other, the upper 
surface (24) being provided with two narrow long side channels 
arranged parallel to the long sides (21) and stretching from 
one short side (22) to the other, the long side channels 
being placed at a distance from each other which is mainly 
equal to the distance between the wheels (3), as seen from a 
short side (22), wherein transportation means (1) may be 
placed one on top of the other by rolling them into engagement 
with each other in a lengthways direction. 

The invention according to claim 1 differs from Dl in that 
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the transport assembly further comprises a plurality of 
containers stacked on top of the transportation means (1) and 
that a lid is applied on top of the stack of containers . 
However, it is commonly known to a person skilled m the art 
to stack containers on top of a pallet-like carrying structure 
and to apply a lid on top of the stack of containers, see for 
example D2, fig. 7a, 9a and 10. 

Accordingly, the invention according to claim 1 is not 
. considered to involve an inventive step. 

D3 discloses a transport assembly that is secured from 
unauthorised tampering by means of providing a tensional strap 
with a seal. 

Accordingly, the invention according to claims 3 and 4 is not 
considered to involve an inventive step. 

in view of the cited documents D1-D3, claims 2, 5 and 9-11 are 
matters of fact, which are previously known from the cited 
documents or are obvious to a person skilled in the art.
